In this district an leu cake had boon 
thrown up against tho side of a cot- 
tage, and the wonder Is that tb/» side 
of the building was not staved In by 
the Ice and the force of tho water. 
Near the samo place two sidewalks 
wore calxrd by tho water anil Ift on 
the fro'iit fences.

BECOME GENERAL 


CONGRESS IS DISTURBED BY THE 


QUARLES BILL. 


MATTERS ARE 
COMPLICATED 


Great Struggle to Reclaim tho Arid 


Western Lands May Result In Vic 


tory for the Small Farmers. 


A sharp fight marked the opening 


of the campaign In Congress to secure 
tho-passage of the Quarles hill which 
provides for tho repeal of tlio tlmhor 
nnd stone act. the commutation clause 
of tho homestead act and tho desert 
land cat. Senator Glhson called Iliii 
hill up In tho Public Lands committee 
anil moved that tho committee report 
tho hill to tho Sonato. 
Tho hattlo 


was on In nn Instant, the memhcrs of 
the committee lining up sharply for 
nnd against tho hill. Tlio chairman. 
Senator Hnnshrough. Immediately as- 
sumed vigorous opposition to tho con- 
sideration of tho measure and refused 
to hrlng tho question to a vote. This 
unprecedented action caused extreme- 
ly hitter fooling. 
It quickly became 


apparent that a majority of tho com- 
mittee favored tho reporting of tlio 
1)111. 
Thcso senators wore Hard of 


California. Nelson of Minnesota. Dlol 
rich of Nebraska, Glhson of Montant, 
Nowlands of Ncveda, Kerry of Arltan 
sas. McLnurln of Mississippi nnd Mc- 
Kncry of Louisiana: those against tho 
bill were Hansbrough of North Dak 
•ota, Fulton of Utah and Gamble of 
South Dakota. 


Several senators characterized tho 


chairman's position ns most unusual 
arbitrary and 
iinpnrllmontary 
nnd 


Senator Berry threatened to take tho 
bill In onto tho floor of tho Senate, ex- 
plain the anomalous situation of a 
majority of a committee In favor of 
reporting n bill hut unable to do so, 
ask that tho committee bo discharged 
and that the hill ho placoa before the 
Sonato. 


Such a hitter fight over a strictly 


non-partisan measure Is regarded ns 
most singular and It Is freely assorted 
that there must ho somo strong In- 
centive to warrant men In going to 
such unusual lengths In their efforts 
to prevent any action -whatever upon 
or even discussion of a measure rec- 
ognized a<« one which will save tho 
public lands of tho West from private 
absorption. Tho statement which Im- 
mediately found Its way Into clrcula 
tlon that a compromise, suggested by 
Senator Hnnsbrough had boon agroo.l 
to by the pivotal members of tho 
committee is without foundation. 
A 


majority of tho committee favors tho 
Oiiarlos bill nnd will undoubtedly in 
slst upon sotting It before tho Sonato. 
Tflven should any compromise measure 
develop a malority In 
tho 
Public 


Lands committee, tho minority will 
bring In a report which, as ono Sena- 
tor -staled, will bo nn -oyo-oponer to 
•tho Senate and to tho country as to 
tho legalized land frauds and land 
crabbing 'practices now In operation 
in tho western state under theso. throe 
laws.

President Talks of Evils of Gambling 


and Benefits of Agriculture. 


Washington. March 
24.—President 


Roosevelt soundly lectured a party of 
Ogallala Sioux 
Indian 
chiefs 
who 


called on him, and who, It IB said, are 
more 'addicted to horse racing and 
gambling than they are to the pursuits 
of agriculture. 
The 
president 
en- 


deavored to Impress upon his visitors 
Ideas of Industry and thrift. 
While 


the lecture was being Interpreted the 
Indians listened In solemn alienee. As 
they emerged from the executive of- 
flees their faces beamed with smiles. 
The president told them they ought to 
dispose of at least half of their ponies 
and Increase their holdings of cattle. 
He frankly told them that 
If 
they 


•would stop horse racing and gambling 
and devote their energies to cattle 
raising and 
agriculture 
they 
soon 


might become valuable citizens. The 
policy of the government, he said, was 
to take(caro of tho older Indians, but 
that the younger members of all the 
tribes would soon have to look out for 
themselves, as other citizens do. 


Belittles Labor Influence. 


Washington. March 24.—In a dis- 


cussion of tho confusion which oppo- 
nents of the eight-hour bill declared 
would follow the enactment of that 
measure Into law, Frederick W. Job, 
secretary of the Employers' union of 
Chicago, said to tho senate committee 
on education and labor that he did 
not believe the labor leaders of the 
country represented tho real views of 
the rank and flic of worklngmen, or- 
ganized or unorganized. He declared 
the leaders, from Gbmpcrs down, per- 
sisted In misrepresenting conditions, 
and the official organ of organized la- 
bor never bad contained one word of 
denunciation of tho crimes 'committed 
by strikers. Mr. Job said the surest 
way to defeat a candidate for public 
office In Chicago is to get htm In- 
dorsed by the labor leaders, for then 
the rank and flic of the unions voted 
secretly against him.

Repre- 
sentative Snapp of Illinois presented 
an amendment authorizing the Post- 
master General to contract for the uso 
of the tunnels, provided the service 
could be obtained at a cost not exceed- 
ing; an efficient wagon sen-Ice, ami 
within a limit of $100.000, which comes 
from the appropriation of $1,200,000 
lor mail messenger service.
